Labor Wins Confidence Vote 
After Accord With Liberals

LONDON, March 23 (NYT).— 
‘The Labor government of Prime 
Minister James Callaghan sur- 
vived a vote of confidence to- 
night, avolding an immediate gen- 
eral election as the result of a 
deal with the 13-man Liberal 
party bloc in the House of Com- 
tmons. 

The votes of the tiny band of 
Liberals were enongh to give the 
government a majority of 24 votes, 
322 to 298, when the speaker 
called for a division on the Con- 
servative mo-confidence motion 
after a day-long debate. Much 
of the high drama generated dur- 
ing the five-day crisis had been 
dissipated hours before the vote 
by statements from Mr. Callaghan 
and David Steel, the Liberal 
leader, outlining the terms of 
their agreement. 

Savoring his triumph, against 
which many politicians hed been 
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Mrs. Margaret Thatcher, the 
Conservative leader who precipt- 


tated the vote af confidence, 
moved too soon to bring Mr. Cal- 
laghan down. She may get en- 
other opportunity to strike be- 
fore fall, although !t is copsider-

Tf the United States were organized like 
the Soviet Union, the world would be weil 
accustomed to hearing Jimmy Carter speak 
alternately’ as President and as leader of 
the “International Democratic Movement.” 
No one would then be troubled when he 
backed Democrats the world over, including 
those :languishing in Soviet prisons, sent 
them birthday - greetings and bade them 
keep up the good fight until the progressive 
forces had made the world safe for freedom. 
He could do all this even while, as President 
Carter, he was offering to collaborate with 
the Soviet Union in areas of mutual interest, 
with due respect for Soviet sovereignty. As 
President, he would refrain from meddling 
in anyone's internal affairs. As a Democrat, 
he would vigorously but peacefully pursue 
the “ideological struggie.” 

That is precisely what the new President 
is doing, but in a U.S. structure that re- 
quires him to speak from @ single office. 
Tt is what Soviet officials have done for 
decades—alternating in their roles as lead- 
ers of government and of the Communist 
(neluding the international Communist) 
party and movement. It is understandable 
that they do not enjoy having the tables 
tuted on them, but odd that they pretend 
not to know what is going on. 

Speaking for the overwhelming majority 
of Americans, Carter seeks to project a US. 
vision of human rights and political free- 
dom and an interest in seeing them prosper 
everywhere, It is a posture that Americans 
have held through much of their history, 
and which their history entities them to 
fhold. It is an inspiration in many Jands. 

It is aso a posture that plainly irritates 
many governments, certain of which violate 
US. concepts of human rights not because 
they enjoy being beastly to thelr own peo- 
ple but because they think they cannot hold 
political power without repression. If they 
find U.S. criticism so offensive that they 
feel compelled to reject this country’s aid. 
85 Brazil, Argentina and some others have, 
that is their right and a fit subject for 
US. caleulation, The Carter administration 
fas admitted some inconsistency, exempting 
South Korea from attacks, for instance, to 


US. Judgment 


The case for plutonium fuel and the 
breeder reactor has been growing steadily 
more dubious. With each re-examination, 
the risks become clearer and the benefits 
dimmer, The latest analysis, published this 
week by a research organization called the 
Mitre Corp., 15 remarkable for its intelligence 
and balance. It deserves to be considered 
authoritative. It strongly urges the Carter 
administration to postpone plutonium fuel 
production “indefinitely” and to relegate the 
breeder technology to the laboratory as a 
standby for the next century. That judg- 
ment 15 unquestionably the right one. 

The penalties for a mistake here would be 
monstrous. Plutonium is one of the most 
potent poisons ever devised and, in its fuel 
form, it can the fashioned into nuclear 
weapons relatively easy. : 

The technology is within the capacity of 
terrorist organizations as well as national 
governments of every Kind. Putting the 
stuff into commercial use would be an 
irreversible decision. 

* * * 

Yet that is the direction In which U.S. 
policy has been heading, guided mainly by 
obsolete assumptions and blind momentum. 
A reprocessing pant for the manufacture of 
plutonium now stands, two-thirds completed, 
near the town of Barnwell, 8.C., waiting for 
a federal policy on subsidies. A breeder 
reactor is under construction at Clinch 
River, Tenn., scheduled to go into operation 
in the early 1980s as a prototype for com- 
mercial plutonium-fueled reactors in the 
1990s. ‘The Mitre report is addressed pri- 
marily to President Carter and his energy 
advisers. If they follow its clear and force- 


ful logic, they will abandon both of these . 


projects. 

The Mitre report is the work of 2 com- 
mittee of 21 men who, collectively, known as 
much about these questions as anyone in the 
world. One. member of the committee, 
Harold Brown, wes president of the. Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology and is now 
secretary of defense. Another, Eenneth 
Arrow of Harvard, holds the Nobel Prize 


avoid upsetting vital U.S, security interests. 

Such a caleulation has been made in 
Tegard to the Soviet Union, a8 well. Instead 
of denouncing the entire Soviet system as 
undemocratic and repressive, which it is, 
Carter has shown sympathy only for the 
victims of the worst kind of persecution. 
He has emphasized that he is judging the 
conduct of the Soviet government, not as- 
sailing its legitimacy. And he has elabo- 
rately reaffirmed an eagerness to carry on 
mutually desired negotiations, notably for 
the control and reduction of nuclear arms. 

The President's two-track course has now 
drawn the first direct comment from Leonid 
Brezhnev who, please note, carries only the 
title of Commnmist party leader but acts 
also as head of the Soviet government, He 
reaffirmed a desire to get on with arms 
control negotiations, an improvement of 
trade and ‘possible collaboration to bring 
peace to the Middle Kast, But he denounced 
the President's acts of sympathy for his 
nation's “dissidents” as interference in its 
internal affairs, saying they make normal 
deveiopment of relations “unthinkable.” 

More to the point, he asked the United 
States to get on with the various negotia- 
tions while showing “a definite level of 
mutual understanding and at least a mini- 
mam of mutual tact.” 

* * * 

There, we suspect, is the nub of it. Brezh- 
nev wants Carter to appreciate the troubles 
he faces in Soviet councils for trying to do 
business with the “enemy,” and to hold the 
US. appreciation of Soviet ontcasts down to 
a tactful Jevel. As the two nations begin to 
engage each other in actual negotiation, 
starting next weekend, that level is sure to 
be found as long as their interests coincide. 
The right way to read Brezhnev's speech is 
to notice that these interests do overlap at 
many points, So there is no reason to charge 
the President with imprudence and no rea- 
son to charge Brezhnev with threatening to 
disrupt negotiations. Carter was right, 
though perhaps a mite less than tactful, in 
his reported comment that “some peop.e 
are concerned every time Brezhnev sneezes.”

It’s this second fuel, the one that emerges 
from the reprocessing plant, that contains 
.Weapons-grade plutonium and presents truly 
extraordinary dangers. 

The only conceivable reasons for resort- 
ing to the plutonium technology now would 
be either a looming shortage of uranium or 
the threat of energy prices so high that 
they cowd derafl the nation’s economic 
growth. 

Plutonium recycling can be postponed tn- 
definitely “at essentially no economic cost,” 
the report finds, “The fears that energy 
Scarcity will force fundamental changes In 
economic and social structures or the life- 
Style of the industrialized world are not well 
founded.” 

‘The Mitre group, in other words, consid- 
ered both possibilities and concluded that 
there was nothing to justify risking, in this 
century, the dire hazards of reliance on 
Plutonium fue's.
